Explanation of the Picture, (painted on the spot by the Artist, 
during a residence of over 15 years in the Eternal City.) 

The view is from the door, as you enter. The gilded arch over the 
great nave is 146 feet high. Four arches on each side separate it from 
smaller naves, and there are chapels corresponding to each arch. 
Where these terminate, is the transept, 444 feet wide, by which the 
Church forms a cross, thus -f-. There rises the high altar, at which 
the Pope only officiates. Around its base burn 100 lamps continually, 
and under it are the tombs of St. Peter and St. Paul. This altar 
stands under the great dome, which rises 400 feet. A part of the 
Latin inscription to St. Peter is seen under the windows; and under 
it, on either side, an Evangelist in Mosaic. The most distant object is 
678 feet. Under the yellow window, St. Peter’s chair is sustained by 
four gilded bronze statutes. To the right of the high altar, is seen a 
procession of grey Nuns, or Sisters of Charity. At the base of the 
pilaster, this side of them, is the celebrated bronze statue of St. Peter, 
and a priest kissing his toe. The two persons kneeling near it, are 
precisely half-way distant from the door to the other end of the 
Church. The persons moving in procession down on the left of the 
great nave are the Canons entering the chapel to perform their evening 
orisons. Opposite, on the other side, is a crowd of persons before the 
Chapel of the Holy Sacrament. A Roman Senator, in his mantle of 
gold cloth, attended by his suite, is near the centre of the pavement; 
this distance marks the length of St. Paul’s Cathedral, in London. 

Nearer this way are two persons standing, together; the one in 
crimson is one of the Pope’s chair bearers; the other, in armor, is one 
of his Swiss guards. In the group nearest the door, is a Cardinal (in 
scarlet) attended by his train-bearer, carrying his hat, and by his side 
a Canon of this Church 1 in purple and ermine; before him walks a 
Bishop in purple, and behind him a Lord in black, with purple stock- 

I ings. Friars, and servants in livery, bring up the rear. Two Monks, 
of the Riscatto and Capuchin orders, are behind. He who stands 
alone, with liis coat thrown over his shoulders, boasts his descent from 
the ancient Romans. To the right is a Peasant, clothed in sheepskins, 
and his daughter, in her country dress. Near them kneels a Roman 
matron, and her little girl, and a bare-footed Pilgrim, who may be a 
Prince. On the left, a mother is going, with her infant, to be baptised, 
attended by an aged sponser. At the base of the first pilaster, on 
each side is a fountain of holy-water, sustained by angels, apparently 
infants, but twice as large as men. Behind the pilaster, to the right, 
is a door opening to the Vatican Palace ; that to the left leads to the 
top of the Church, by an inclined plane, so graduated, that persons 
ride up. Over this door is the splendid monument of Mary Stuart, 
wife of the Pretender, who died in Rome 1755. The floor is inlaid 
with the most costly marbles. The statues, in niches, between the 
pilasters, and those recumbent over the arches, are 15 feet high. 

Note.— St. Peter's stands on a slight acclivity, in the Leonine City, in the north¬ 
west corner of Rome. The Church occupies the place of “Nero’s Circus,” and is 
erected on the spot where St. Peter was martyred. The east front is 896 feet wide, 
and 160 feet high, whilst the pillars composing it are 88 feet high, and 8£ feet in 
diameter. It occupied a period of 176 years in building, and required 350 years to 
perfect it. It cost £10 000.000 ; covers eight English acres; and is kept in repair 
at a cost of about £8,000 per annum.
